It has struck .most political 
thinkers how strange are the arguments 
that sway nutions,and how very insignificant 
they appear when put to the test. Wehbavo 
spoken of the ‘similarity of the so-called 
protective systems of . Russia and tke 
States—how Russia fears that the introdue- 
tion of a few English goods into her Asiatic 
tecritories would interfere with her financial 
stability, and how the States with the best 
facilities fur manufacturing of any .country 
in the world yet shuts herself up and refuses 
to admit her friends and neighbours... That 
Great Britian can produce some things bet- 
ter and- cheaper than the States is a self- 
evident proposition ; and it might be sup- 
posed that the States ag un eminently com- 
mereial uation would prefer to go to the 
cheapest market for her godds- Ingtead of 
this, the more eminently unsuited she is to 
produce anything, the bighter duty she 
places cnit, ro that herpeople may have to pay 
so.much the bigger price for it. - This is her 
present fad, and of course we have nothing 
to do with it, but smile ata nation that 
cam so waste her resources on that 
which profits her not. That the 
ide is deep-seated we may conclude by, the! 
high price the States are willing to pay for 
it; but that it should have sunk so deeply as 
to beeome. the source of mortal terror, we 
were hardly prepared. to concéive till the 
result, of debates in Congress showed how 
dangerous was the precipice along which the 
Stutes were gaily advancing. The new danger 
was, we were- informed, that the 600,000 


| inhabitants of Puerto Bieo with their cheap 


labour were ‘going ‘to upeet the*industrial 
resources of the 70 millions of the ‘States, 
and reduce the entire country to their own 
degraded level !. This is no fancy sketch of: 
the evils which the rule of an ignorant and| 
prejudiced class is bringing down upon the 
United States. To niention the casein plain 
language iy to demonstrate its ‘cheer ab- 
surdity ; yet it is not. more absurd nor mora 
dangerous to the well-being of millions than 
the Jatest causa of apprehension in the 
Empire of the Tsar.
